Carpenter sarcastically retorted 
"I'm not mad at anybody 
want to clasp all of you to my 
breast and get to know you bet- 
ter . . . Nobody but my wife tells 
me what to say."

THE BILL, LB 391, came up for 


final, reading last week but failed 
to. command the 29 votes needed 
for-passage with the emergency 
clause, which would make it ef- 
fective in time for use in next 
year's county budgets. 
Carmody then had it moved 
back: a step in the legislative ma- 
chinery and Thursday offered an 
amendment to make the bill ef- 
fective at the start of 1955, elimi- 
nating the emergency clause. 
Counties will make their levies 
this summer and should the bill 
fail to pass without the clause, it 
would not become effective until 
about Sept. 1. after the levies have 
been_ made.

MINDEN—Election defeat of 


the largest school redistricting 
program thus far proposed in 
Nebraska may have some rele- 
vance to a case now on appeal 
to the State Supreme Court. 


The program, which would 


have merged 22 rural districts 
with* Minden District 10, was 
scuttled when the rural ballot 
went against it by a slim 17-vote 
margin. 


A last-minute o p p o s i t i o n 
pamphlet, 
which K e a r n e y 


County and Minden school au- 
thorities credit as the predomi- 
nant factor in the plan's de- 
feat, bore approximately the 
same contentions that are the 
basis for a case destined to come 


before the state's highest court. 


The pamphlets were signed by 


the "Kearney County Taxpayers 
Association" 
and mailed two 


days before election to rural 
voters in the 22 affected dis- 
tricts. 


John P. Jensen of the Kearney 
law firm of Dryden, Jensen and 
Dier, who said his firm assisted 
the plan's opponents in writing 
the pamphlet, said the publica- 
tion contended that the new dis- 
trict was unconstitutional be- 
cause of "excessive limits" and 
"a 
classification 
of 
farmers 
versus city residents w h e n 
there is no basis for classifica- 
tion." 
These contentions, h o l d i n g 
that the farmers are "denied 
equal protection of the laws," 
Jensen said, are basically the 


same as those offered by the 
tame law firm in the pending 
case. 


The case, lost in District Court 


in Minden a month ago by Jen- 
sen's firm, arose after Axtell, 
also in Kearney County, merged 
with 12 county rural districts by 
election and three Phelps County 
rural districts by petition. 


Jensen said his firm has car- 
ried the decision upholding the 
merger to the Supreme Court. 


Jensen said farmers Virgil H. 
Porter and George C. Nickel, 
plaintiffs in the Axtell case, 
were among leading opponents 
of the Minden proposal. 


The Kearney attorney said Vir- 
gil Thompson, Norman faimer, 
was also an opposition leader. 
Thompson resides in School Dfs- 
trict 8, the only one of the 22 


rural districts affected by the 
plan which continues to operate 
its own school. The other 21 are 
now "contracting with the Min- 
den district for instruction of 
their school children. 


Among the contentions of the 
pamphlet was the argument that 
the rural districts would be as- 
sessed approximately two-thirds 
of the new district's valuation 
(about $9,500,000) while they 
would supply only about one- 
third of the total enrollment. 


A Kearney County school au- 
thority, who did not wish to be 
quoted by name, said these fig- 
ures "probably are correct." 
Minden School Supt. C. L. 
Jones said the pamphlet "had 
some effect" on the election. He 
asserted that "it confused the 
people." Another school official 


termed the pamphlet the "cen- 
ter of opposition." 
Even though the Minden town 
vote overwhelmingly approved 
the plan, the unfavorable vote 
from the rural segment was suf- 
ficient, by state statute, to block 
tha program.

the defeat.

It i* no reflection on the long line of 


excellent men who have served Lincoln as 
mayor to note that seldom if ever after a 
local election has a winner come up so 
quickly, as has Mayor-elect, Clark Jeary, 
with a broad and positive program for 
meeting th» city's immediate and long- 
range needs. 


The various steps Mr. Jeary proposes to 


initiate—covering the auditorium, city park- 
ing, restudy of the city charter, co-ordina- 
tion of city departments, review of city light 
and city paving policies, city cars, and the 
city legal department—are evidence that the 
voters chose a man with a real grasp of what 
leadership involves. 


They also show excellent judgment on 


Mayor-elect Jeary's part, and a sensitivity 
to what numbers of voters probably were 
saying at the polls. The whopping nature 
of Mr. Jeary's two-to-one victory does not 
obliterate the fact that a substantial body 
of Lincoln citizens, who did not vote for 


him, were anxious for a new approach to at 
least some of the problems he now pro- 
poses to review. It is proper that Mr. Jeary 
should not ignore their thinking. His pro- 
posals, especially regarding the auditorium 
and the suggestion for an Impartial com- 
mittee to review costs of local public works, 
including paving, are a sound and fair- 
minded answer to the question of which 
most was made during the campaign. 


There Is not any reason why any phase of 


local public business should not be subject 
to the fullest public scrutiny and review. 
The methods by which Mr. Jeary proposes 
to accomplish this should go a long way to 
keep city government—and local campaigns 
—on the high and open and .above-board 
plane the voters wont.

More Precious Than Gold 


There is constant excitement 
in the 


laboratories of the country today over new 
developments growing out of one of the 
great modern discoveries affecting human 
nutrition, health and life span, the ubiqui- 
tous vitamin. The short eventful history of 
th« vitamin (the first one was extracted 
and sold just 19 years ago) shows that its 
tis» has doubled in the past three years, 
through new applications of the principle 
at well a» through prevalent self-prescrip- 
tion. Many physicians wish more people 
would take medical advice before embark- 
ing on their own medication. A University 
of Texas research man told a Wall Street 
Journal writer that some require 
four 


times as much of the same vitamin as do 
others with a similar deficiency. 


Encouraging the citizen's enthusiasm for 


selecting his own vitamins Is the price trend, 
which continues downward, despite bal- 
looning demand, and only the complexity 
of the extraction process keeps it from go- 
ing still lower. Even vitamin'A requires 15 
separate steps.

which would sell for $7.5 million in 250- 
kilogram drums, as against $2,500 for the 
common or garden varieties. It is thus worth 
more than its weight in gold. B-12 is the

nutritional diseases like beri-beri, now has 
an important role in reducing abnormal 
desire for alcohol; while C, first valued as 
a deterrent to arthritis, is now useful for 
combatting extremes of heat or cold and for 
hastening the healing of wounds. K's power 
to preserve clotting of blood is valuable in 
surgery and elsewhere. And so it goes. No 
definitive list is possible because new vita- 
mins and new uses are constantly being 
uncovered—to say nothing of the big role 
they play in enriched foods.

ture, such as European competition in Latin 
America and the inability of some peoples 
to buy what they need. But In the face of 
unmet needs and spreading demand, busi- 
ness is excellent and prices kept in line.

Count It First 


A tax ruling of great interest to hardly 


anybody has just been handed down by the 
Treasury 
department. It is that buried 


treasure, If ancl when dug up, must be re- 
pqrtcel as income. The finder must pay tax 
on it as income for the year in which his 
undisputed right to its possession is estab- 
lished. If it's in coin and he tries 'to spend 
some of it before it attracts federal atten- 
tion, he is likely to have to pay more in 
the long run, on penalties and such. If it's 
n silver chalice, for instance, or a crown 
jewel, or a valuable painting or manuscript, 
the revenue collectors will tell him what 
valuation he must pay tax on. The num- 
ber of treasure hunters'expected to be dis- 
couraged by this ruling can be as easily 
figured as tho medieval conundrum, how 
many angels can stand on the point of n 
needle? Treasure hunting remains one of 
the last forms of old-fashioned romance 
extant in today's world.

who have succumbed to Communist indoctrina- 
tion.This tragic human problem is much bigger 
than had been anticipated.

large mass of detailed infor- 
mation that definitely estab- 
lishes the sad fact that a 
number of American service- 
men still in enemy hands have 
succumbed 
to Red propa7

8anThe unhappy evidence concerning these vic- 
tims comes from various authoritative sources. 
They include returned prisoners who were not 
infected, recorded broadcasts from Communist 
stations in North Korea and China, Intelligence 
reports from satellite countries, and letters writ- 
ten by PWs themselves. 
Much of this information is still secret. But 


the following can be published: 
Some of the infected PWs have gone so far 


as to tour Iron Curtain countries in Europe to 
disseminate Communist propaganda, particularly 
the lie that the U.S. has waged "germ warfare 
Numerous "interviews" by indoctrinated PWs 


have appeared in Red publications thorughout 
the world, and especially in Asiatic countries. 
The Communists, through undercover agents 


and other means, intend to try to retain their 
hold on these victims and to exploit them when 
they return home. 


TRAGIC DETAILS—Army authorities now 


consider this PW problem so serious that special 
measures may be employed to deal with it. 
One under consideration would set up a body 


of prominent civilian specialists who 
would 


examine each case individually and prescribe 
necessary treatment—or whatever else is deemed 


ne°InSasome instances it is highly likely that 
disciplinary action may be required. 
The scope and nature of this difficult prob- 
lem is graphically presented in a comprehensive 
Army report to the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Pub- 
lishable highlights of this revealing study are 
as follows: 
"Since December, 1951. when the Commu- 


nists agreed to exchange mail, more than 
33,000 letters have been received in this coun- 
try from Americans held captive in North 
Korea. Many of these letters contained Com- 
munist propaganda in some degree. Since the 
Reds censor every outgoing: or incoming letter, 
it goes without saying that letters which do 
not meet with their approval are not dispatched 
. . . Recipients of these letters have loaned 
them to the Army for study. 
"Some of the harassed and worried relatives 


and friends of these prisoners have unwittingly 
played into Communist hands by passing on 
messages, which they don't recognize as Com- 
munist propaganda, to others, as well as by re- 
sponding to suggestions in these letters influ- 
enced by Communist propoganda. One of the 
most frequent of these suggestions is that the 


recipient circulate pro-Communist petitions In 
this country. 


"Parents of many of the captives are're- 


ceiving propaganda not only from the soldiers 
themselves, 
but also Communist 
literature 


from Pelplng, by way of Hongkong, New 
Delhi, East Berlin, Prague and Communist 
publications In the U.S. 


"The Communists are making a special effort 


to reach directly persons who have relatives, and 
friends in Korea. After the Communists tiirned 
over their lists of captives, these names, along 
with the addresses of next-of-kin, appeare^d in 
the American press. Those names and addresses; 
in turn, found their way into Chinese and North 
Korean hands. Thereafter, these American/,citi- 
zens became immediate targets for Red propa- 
ganda." 


The Army report 
also discloses various 


measures used by the Communists to optain 
dollars from relatives and friends of PWs. ;. 
Says the study, "There are many indications 
that these illicitly-obtained funds are being;used 
to finance subversive activities in the U.S: The 
PWs and their people are being cheated by tha 
Communists coming and going."

However, it would provide foi 


exceptions to the protection when- 
ever a/ederai court rules that dis- 
closure of sources "is necessary in 
the interests ol national security, 
or to avoid the concealment of a 
crime, or to enable the defendant 
to make his defense." 
A similar bill sponsored by Hel- 
ler in 1951 failed to get a commit- 
tee okay and never was considered 
on the House floor.

Patrol Retirement Bill Passes 


Ups Benefit 
To Possible 
$205 Top 


A more liberal retirement plan 


for State Safety Patrol members 
is" provided in a bill which passed 
the Legislature Thursday, 33 to 0. 


" Retired patrolmen would 
re- 


ceive benefits equal to 50 per cent 
ol their average pay for their last 
four years of service. 
The present pay range is from 


$300 to $325 per month for troop- 
ers; $335 to $345 for sergeants; 
$355 to $365 for lieutenants; and 
$390 to $410 for captains. 
The bill passed Thursday would 
mean a possible maximum retire- 
ment benefit of $205 per month. 
The maximum possible benefit 


under the present plan is $100 a 
month.

PATROL MEMBERS contribute 


$15 per month to the retirement 
fund, which is administered by the 
Board of Educational Lands and 
Funds. The state matches mem- 
bers' contributions. 


• The accumulated reserve in the 
patrol retirement fund amounts to 
about $182,000. 
Patrol members are not eligible 


for retirement until they 
have 
served 20 years and have at- 
tained the age of 55 or have be- 
come disabled. Retirement is man- 
datory at 60 years of age. 
The patrol was set up m 1937, 


so no one will be eligible for re- 
tirement for another four years.
